Conminer prices increased only 0.2 
per cent for the most moderate rise in 
three years and wage-eamers made 
their first annual gains in buying power 
in two years, the Labor Department 
reported today. 
Double-digit inflation in the past two 
years has more than eaten up wage 
increases for workers. But that trend 
ended in August, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
The average weekly pay for a worker 
with a wife and two children — after 
deducting 
Social 
Security, 
federal 
income taxes and erosion by inflation — 
rose 0.9 per cent in August and st od 1.1 
per cent higher than August a year ago. 
“This is the first time since February 
1973 that real spendable earnings have 
shown an increase over the year,” BLS 
said. 
The consumer price increase was the 
lowest since August, 1972, when they 
went up only 0.1 per cent. 
Consumer prices declined for beef, 
fresh vegetables and some other foods, 
offsetting higher prices for clothing, 
used cars, gasoline, medical care, auto 
insurance, pork and sugar. 
Economists cautioned that the 0.2 per 
cent increase did not mean an abrupt 
cooling of inflation. Administration offi­ 
cials have said that consumer prices 
would be “turbulent” until late this year 
and food prices are expected to rise 
again this month. 
Opening prices on the New York Stock 
Exchange soared in active trading. The 
Dow Jones interim average of 30 
industrials was up 9.78.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPl ) - Christian 
and Moslem fighters clashed with 
bombs, bullets and rockets today in fiery 
street battles stretching from Beirut’s 
downtown

Blaxing fires, tracer bullets and 
muxxle flashes lit the predawn sky as 
warring militias fought from street-to- 
street in the Lebanese capital. 
Machine gun, rocket and mortar 
clashes left the downtown souk, the 
main 
open-air 
bazaar, 
in 
flames. 
Moslem militiamen seized control of the 
area 
and dug 
in behind 
sandbag 
roadblocks. 
Authorities reported at 
least 30 
persons killed and 50 wounded in fierce 
fighting that raged from dawn Thursday 
until early today in the smoking city of 
750,000 persons. 
Nearly 500 persons have been killed or 
woumM in two and a half weeks of 
Christian-Moslem fighting.

'Squeaky' enters 


plea of not guilty 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Lynette 
“Squeaky” Fromme calmly pleaded 
innocent 
today 
to 
a 
charge 
she 
attempted to assassinate President 
Ford with a loaded .45<aliber automatic 
as he greeted a crowd of wellwishers. 
U.S. District Court Judge Thomas J. 
MacBride set Nov. 4 for her trial and 
denied an attempt by the Manson cultist 
to further reduce her bail of $350,000. 


In a clear, loud voice, the spindly 
defendant, garbed in her familiar 
“sacrificial” red robe and hood, replied, 
“Yes I do” when asked if she understood 
the charge against her. 


Asked for her plea to the charge of 
attempting to murder the President, she 
stated simply: “Not guilty.” She stood 
at a m ic ro ^ n e on a podium in front of 
the judge’s bench. 
Earlier, MacBride agreed to reduce 
Miss Fromme’s maximum $1 million 
bail to $350,000, a sum which her friends 
and defense attorney said she could not 
meet. She pleaded today for a further 
reduction and received support from 
William C. Melcher, a deputy Los 
Angeles County district attorney. 
Melcher, who described himself as a 
friend of Miss Fromme from the days of 
the Charles Manson murder trial in Los 
Angeles where she and fellow Manson 
culUsts kept a vigil, said she considers 
her trial a “great opportunity to make 
certain statements whether you agree 
or not.” 


“Whether or not she intended to 
assassinate President Ford, the sole 
reason ...” Melcher said. But he was cut 
off before he could complete the 
sentence by U.S. Attorney Dwayne 
Keyes. 
Keyes objected that Melcher was 
“getting into the element of crime” and 
MacBride agreed to halt Melcher’s 
remarks. 
Melcher said he was confident that if 
bail was further reduced, Miss Fromme 
would return to the court for trial. 
Marilyn Baker, a KPIX television 
news 
reporter 
in 
San 
Francisco, 
testified Uiat McMillan Publishing Co. 
had offered Miss Fromme a $1,000 
option for a book she had written. 
But MacBride said the testimony of 
Melcher and Ms. Baker did not change 
his opinion that the $350,000 bail he set 
last week was “the least onerous 
condition I could impose to assure her 
return to the courtroom.” 
Thursday night, in the first jail house 
news interview since her arrest Sept. 5, 
Miss Fromme insisted that she and 
imprisoned mass murderer Manson 
“could do a lot” for the world if given 
the opportunity. 
Her voice occasionally cracking with 
emotion, and her eyes filling with tears 
as she talked of environmental pollution, 
she told UPI and a rock radio station 
intervtower that the American public 
“thrives” on fear and “we have to 
slowly turn thii around.”

Vietnam war 


reports 


distorted 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A former 
CIA agent says top U.S. intelligence and 
military officials deliberately distorted 
reports on Communist troop strength to 
convince the American public the 
United SUtes was winning the Vietnam 
war in 1968. 


Samuel A. Adams, who was the CIA’s 
principal analyst on the Viet Cong for 
seven years, told the House Select 
Committee on Intelligence Thursday 
that all intelligence officials involved 
with Vietnam, including CIA Director 
William Colby, should be fired for 
“ screwing up intelligence on Vietnam.” 


He said that because of “corruption in 
the intelligence process” the United 
States was caught off-guard by the 
severity of the 1968 Communist Tet 
offensive, during which thousands of 
U.S. planes were destroyed on the 
ground and fighting spilled into the 
American embassy compound in Saigon. 


“Although our aim was to fool the 
American press, the public and the 
Congress, we in intelligence succeeded 
best in fooling ourselves,” Adams said. 
“In the months before the offensive, 
U.S. 
intelligence 
had 
deliberately 
"downgraded the strength of the enemy 
army in order to portray the Viet Cong 
as weaker than they actually were.” 
Chairman Otis Pike, D-N.Y., asked 
whether 
Adams meant intelligence 
reports were made to fit political 
decisions previously made. 


“Yes, sir,” Adams replied. 


Pike also said the committee would go 
to court to force the White House to 
comply with its sulHi>^i^^ 
documents 
“without strings attached,” among 
them reports dealing with Tet. 
Adams, who resigned from the CIA in 
1973 and now raises cattle in Virginia, 
said he informed top CIA officials 
repeatedly the Viet Cong strength was 
nearly 600,000 — twice the figure used by 
the military command of General 
William Westmoreland. 
Adams said he did not know whether 
then-President Lyndon Johnson knew of 
the discrepancies. But he said several 
men then serving in high posts did, 
including Gen. Creighton Abrams, Joint 
Chiefs of Staff Chairman Gen. Earle 
Wheeler, Westmoreland, U.S. Ambassa­ 
dor to Saigon Ellsworth Bunker and 
Walt Rostow, a special assistant to 
Johnson.

FBI reveals followup 


of fingerprint find 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Fingerprints in a Pennsylvania farmhouse and 
meticulous followup checking by the FBI led to the arrest of fugitive newspaper 
heiress Patricia Hearst and the end of the most bizarre crime search in U.S. history, 
the FBI said today. 
Miss Hearst and four fellow members of the tiny terrorist group known as the 
Symbkmese Liberation Army were arrested quietly Thursday at two peaceful homes 
in residential areas of San Francisco, climaxing one of the most frustrating cases in 
FBI history which involved 8,500 agents and millions of dollars.

Arrested along with Miss Hearst were 
William Harris, 30, his wife, Emily, 28, 
Wendy Yoshimura, %, and Paul Soliah, 
27. Miss Hearst and the Harrises were 
taken for security reasons to the San 
Mateo County Jail in Redwood City, 25 
miles south of San Francisco, to spend 
the night, but they were returned to the 
San Francisco federal building about 8 
a.m. 
today for court appearances 
scheduled later. 
Miss Hearst was held on $1,050,000 bail 
pending 
an 
expected 
plea 
for 
a 
reduction. Her family and attorney said 
they would try to get her released. 
It was through Miss Yoshimura that 
the trail eventually led back to Miss 
Hearst, FBI Director Clarence Kelley 
said in Kansas City. Her fingerprints 
were found along with Miss Hearst’s in a 
remote farmhouse in South Canaan, Pa., 
where they apparently spent some time 
last fall. 
“ Our 
intensive 
nationw ide 
investigation that we conducted led to 
the klentification of Wendy Yoshimura 
as a wanted fugitive and a reported 
associate of Patty Hearst,” Kelley said. 
“ This 
information 
led 
to 
an 
investigation of her associates That 
gave us two addresses in San Francisco, 
one in the Mission area and another one 
on Precita Street.” 
In conducting its investigation of Miss 
Yoshimura, 
the 
FBI 
was 
led 
to 
Catherine Sdliah and then to her brother, 
Paul, who rented the San Francisco 
house, where Miss Hearst was captured, 
two weeks ago. 
Kelley said the FBI was “stumped ” 
for a year and half since Miss Hearst 
was kidnaped, “but it did not diminish 
our effort to do a job as it should be 
done.” 
“I am sick and tired having people at 
appearances publicly and privately ask 
why can’t you catch Patty Hearst,” 
Kelley said. “Now 1 say these inquiries 
are stilled. We regretted that we had to 
sp^fid this much time and the citizens’ 
money in the search for the fugitive. Our 
purpose was not retaliation nor to inflict 
any punishment but to bring to justice 
those who were charged. ’’ 
Still remaining to be answered were 
the questions that had hung over the 
case since the time Miss Hearst an­ 
nounced she was joining her SLA 
captors and then disappeared — where 
has she been for the past year, and did 
she really decide of her own free choice 
to stay with the SLA as gun-toting 
soldier “Tania ”? 
'The only indications in the first hours 


following her capture came when she 
gave a clenched fist salute at her 
arraignment Thursday afternoon and 
later when she was booked at the 
Redwood 
City 
jail. 
There, 
under 
occupation, she listed herself as “urban 
guerrilla.” 
But this morning San Mateo County 
Sheriff John McDonald said she had 
wanted to see her mother and father, 
whom she had once called a “racist 
pig,” and they held a happy post­ 
midnight reunion at the jail. 
U.S. Attorney James Browning, who 
was handling the government’s case, 
indicated he would agree to a reduction 
in the $500,(Ю0 bail she is held on for 
charges connected with a San Francisco 
bank robbery in April, 1974, perhaps 
down to the $10,000 to $100,000 range 
normal la such cases.

REDWOOD CITY, Calif. (UPI) - 
Patricia 
Hearst, 
who 
listed 
her 
occupation as “urban guerrilla,” when 
she was booked, was reunited today with 
her n ew ^ p er magnate father, her 
mother, and sisters, who greeted her 
with yellow roses. 
The 21-year-old fugitive, dressed in 
prison 
blues, 
emerged 
from 
her 
maximum security jail cell for her first 
meeting with her family since she was 
abducted 
from 
her 
apartment 
in 
Berkeley. Calif. 592 days ago. 
“We had a very happy reunion with 
Patty, ” said her mother, Catherine, who 
wore a black dress with pearls. “We 
laughed and hugged and kissed each 
other. 
“She said she wanted to come home 
with us. 
“She looked fine,” continued Mrs. 
Hearst, “but she is terribly thin. She had 
her hair dyed.” 
Mrs. Hearst, who arrived only hours 
earlier from Los Angeles, entered the 6 
by 6 foot meeting room first and em­ 
braced Patty. She was followed by her 
husband, Randolph, and two daughters. 
“We had a happy conversation about 
the family,” Mrs. Hearst later told a 
throng of about 100 reporters. 
The Hearsts both said they were 
surprised and relieved at the capture of 
their daughter by the FBI in a San 
Francisco 
apartment 
Thursday 
afternoon, 
19 
months 
since 
the 
Symbionese Liberation Army kidnaped 
and converted her to its cause. 
Hearst, wearing a gray checkered 
sport coat and red tie, said his daughter 
“was very calm. She said she was 
perfectly willing to come home. She 
enjoyed seeing us and enjoyed seeing 
her sisters.” 


He said all the decisions regarding the 
case would be made by Patty, including 
her defense. 
“We were very pleased to see her. She 
was pleased to see us,” said Hearst, who 
flew to San Francisco from New York 
and was immediately escorted from the 
airport to the jail. 
Hearst said Patty wasn't questioned 
about 
any 
of 
the 
Upe 
recorded 
statements 
she 
made 
since 
her 
kidnaping — including one* calling her 
parents “pigs. " 
“We 
only 
Ulked 
about 
family 
matters, " Hearst said. 
Sheriff John R. MacDonald said the 
meeting in the conference room was the 
“type of reunion you see at the airport 
everyday—a lot of laughing, hugging and 
kissing." 
He said the Hearsts didn’t see Bill or 
Emily Harris, the two SLA “soldiers” 
arrested and transported to the jail with 
Miss Hearst. 
Patty signed her occupation on the 
booking sheet as “urban guerrilla” and 
Bill and Emily Harris each entered 
“none” in the same blank, the sheriff 
said. Under aliases, Patty signed the 
name “Tania, ” her revolutionary name 
in the SLA. 
Hie sheriff said Patty and Emily were 
in adjacent individual cells in the 
women's section and could speak to each 
other. 
Before driving away from the modem 
jail. Hearst told reporters he would do 
all that was in his power to help his 
daughter and her defense on at least 19 
felony counts, including bank robbery. 
Mrs. Hearst added a last note. “We are 
eternally grateful to the FBI and the San 
Francisco police for bringing Patty in 
safely. "

you land in jail to land a job

F o r 
John 
Simon 
Bemesderfer, the winds of 
justice blow with tolerance 
in Lompoc He can't say the 
s a m e 
for 
Missouri. 
Monterey, though, is a nice 
place to be put on ice if you 
like chickens and roses. 
Such are the experiences 
of a man who has been 
caught 
three 
times 
for 
breaking and entering and 
pays the consequences. 
Fifty-nme-year-old 
Bemesderfer was sentenced 
last month to 90 days in 
Lompoc s city jail as a 
trustee. It is not so bad a 
fate. He eats three meals a 
day (prepared by a local 
restaurant), wears clean 
clothes and performs small 
jobs such as washing police 
units, cleaning the officer's 
lounge and policing the 
grounds. 
B e m e s d e r f e r 
was 
lucklessly tramping south 
many weeks back looking 
for “any kind of work, 
anyplace." He hit Monterey 
down and out and broke into 
a restaurant by breaking a 
window 
The efficient Monterey 
police apprehended him on 
the premises and the judge 
dealt out a 120-day jail 
sentence at the county farm 
outside of Salinas. There he 
fed chickens for three weeks 
and tended a rose garden for 
99 days. 
He was released to a half­ 
way house in Salinas with 
the idea they would help him 
find a job 
“That's what I need,” 
Bemesderfer 
commented 
self-consciously, “ someone 
to stand by me, to help me 
get a job.” 
He stayed around town for 
a couple of weeks before 
heading south again. Work 
was unavailable. The gas 
station job fell through. 
Walking and hitch hiking, 
he traveled and stopped at 
farms and towns along the 
way asking for work Mostly 
people turned him away. 
Either he was too old, 
inexperienced or something. 
Bemesderfer worked one 
day hoeing The boss said he 
couldn't hire him full-time 
because 
of 
his 
labor 
contract agreements 
On Aug. 15, he rambled 
into 
Lompoc 
“cold and 
hungry” and with only the 
well-soiled clothes on his 
back and a small bike bag of 
"necessities.“ Looking in an 
unkempt condition he knew 
no one would hire him, so,

LOS ANGELES (UPI)-The 
district 
attorney's 
office 
pressed federal officials today 
to send Patricia Hearst here 
for trial on 19 felony charges 
carrying heavy sentences up to 
life in prison 
If convicted, she would get 
“five to life" behind bars, 
Acting District Attorney John 
Howard estimated Thursday. 
“It is our feeling that she will 
initially be put on trial here on 
the 19 counts we filed against 
her,” Howard told a news 
conference. 


Miss 
Hearst 
also 
faces 
federal 
bank 
robbery 
and 
machine gun possession char­ 
ges, and could stand trial in San 
Francisco first on those counts. 
“I believe that we may be the 
first,” Howard insisted. “We 
are hopeful that we will be the 
first.” 
He 
said 
his 
staff 
was 
conferring with the U.S. attor­ 
ney’s office in San Francisco, 
“weighing factors such as how 
good a case we have as opposed 
to their case up there, and the 
respective seriousness of the 
local and federal charges. ” 
The decision “will be made 
by this weekend," he said. 
A federal source said that 
although Howard was pressing 
hard to have Miss Hearst 
brought to trial here first, “the 
usual procedure in the case of a 
prisoner in federal custody 
facing federal charges is to 


bring them to trial in a federal 
court first.” 
However, said the source, 
who asked not to be named. “In 
this case I wouldn’t venture a 
guess It’s like Chinese New 
Year falling on Yovn Kippur 
Who knows what takes prece­ 
dence?” 
No 
such 
jurisdictional 
dispute comes into the 18 
charges against William and 
Emily Harris, her fellow SLA 
fugitives, and they will be 
brought to Los Angeles soon for 
arraignment on 18 charges “the 
first part of next week — 
possibly 
Monday,” 
Howard 
said 
Miss Hearst and the Harrises 
face one count of kidnaping for 
the purpose of robbery, which 
carries a possible life sentence. 
The other charges — simple

Asked how long he thought 
Miss Hearst and the Harrises 
would spend in prison, Howard 
replied: “If and when there is a 
conviction, the court will apply 
the proper sentence and that 
could range from five to life.”

WASHINGTON (UPI> - The 
Senate has refused to grant 3.5 
million federal employes — 
including members of Congress 
and the armed forces — a pay 
increase bigger than the 5 per 
cent proposed by President 
Ford. 
The 
Senate 
Thursday 
rejected 53-39 legislation which 
would have provided an 8.66 per 
cent increase. 
By law, if either the Senate 
or 
House 
rejected 
Ford’s 
proposal, the 8.66 per cent 
increase 
recommended 
by 
presidential pay advisers would 
go into effect automatically. 
The only hope federal em­ 
ployes have for paychecks with 
more than a 5 per cent increase 
now rests with the House. But 
House members — all up for

Key factors in the Senate 
decision were reluctance of 
senators to vote themselves 
more than Ford proposed and a 
$1.6 billion additional cost the 
8.66 per cent increase would 
have involved.

BOSTON (UPI) — Six hun­ 
dred National Guard military 
police were deactivated today, 
but officials declined to detail 
any plan for cutting back police 
forces actually guarding the 
schools. 
The guardsmen were on duty 
for the first two weeks of 
school in case reinforcements 
were needed for protection 
during implementation of an 
expanded court-ordered busing 
plan, but they were never used. 
Last week, a 600-man infan­ 
try battalion was deactivated. 
A police spokesman said the 
retention of city, state and 
metropolitan district police on 
school duty was “a flexible 
situation” evaluated by field 
commanders. 
“We’re still in Phase II,” he 


said, indicating all 1,800 police­ 
men and 100 U.S. marshals 
were still on their assignments.

judge Thursday, ending the 
preliminary 
i^ase 
of 
the 
“second gun” inquiry into the 
assassination of Sen. Robert 
Kennedy and paving the way 
for tests by a panel of seven 
distinguished criminalists. 
DeWayne Wolfer, the police 
analyst who conducted the first 
tests on the material, identified 
in court three bullet fragments 
in glass vials as those removed 
from Kennedy’s brain after he 
was assassinated in 1968. 
Wolfer also identified other 
bullet fragments removed from 
the bodies of some of the five 
bystanders wounded in the 
shooting. One was taken by 
surgeons from Paul Schrade, 
the former union leader who 
had the legal standing, as an 
injured party, to force a review 
of the case. 
Wolfer identified the coat 
Kennedy was wearing, which 
had five bullet holes in it. 
In the preliminary phase, 
Wolfer and employes of the 
county clerk’s office spent the 
week on the stand identifying 
materials, including the pistol 
used by convict^ assassin 
Sirhan Sirhan and the whole 
bullets removed from Kennedy 
and those wounded. 
The material is to be turned 
over next week for testing by a 
panel of seven ballistics and 
criminal evidence experts to be 
flown 
in from around the 
country. 
Their instructions are to 
determine, if possible, whether 
there is evidence that a second 
gun, other than Sirhan’s, was 
fired when Kennedy was killed.

Is Lompoc sure it knows what it’s 
getting into playing Carson High in a 
football game? Carson is a big school 
(4,000 students); has an outstanding 
football reputation (undefeated LA city 
champs in 71 and ’72, runners-up in 73). 
Is Lompoc sure it wants to go through 
with the game? 
That's basically what the Carson High 
principal wanted to know when he 
phoned Lompoc principal Bob Paisola 
some months ago. 
Paisola, who is nothing if not proud of 
the Lompoc football tradition, assured 
his Carson counterpart that the Braves 
did indeed schedule the game willfully, 
and even though Lompoc was aware of 
Carson’s gridiron reputation, the Braves 
would probably field a team anyway, 
disdain 
a 
forfeit, 
and 
risk 
the 
consequences. 
Was that unusual phone call a heavy- 
handed psychological ploy or merely a 
well-meant gesture of sportsmanship? 
Whichever, 
rumors of that call 
circulate widely on the Lompoc campus 
and are sure to stir the juices of any 
player or fan who might have a hard 
time getting jacked up for tonight's 
season opener. 
Game time is 8 p.m. at Huyck 
Stadium. 
Mike Warren will be making his 
coaching debut for Lompoc. Warren 
likes to think of himself as able to tackle 
a challenge, and this game appears to be 
one. 
Carson is big—huge, in fact—and 
speedy. They are a traditional winner 
(76-37-1 in 12 years), and they are 
potentially explosive. 
“ I subscribe to the philosophy that the 
only way to get better is to play up,” 
says Warren. "We are not afraid to play 
people like Carson. We feel it will make 
us a better team.” 
And Warren claims he’s not bothered 
by the opening-night jitters, saying with 
a smile, “ Every game is the same for 
me—life and death.” 
Carson has 14 players who weigh 210 
pounds or more. Lompoc has two. 


“Size and bulk is not everything,” 
reminds Warren, digging up a familiar 
Lompoc axiom that has proved true 
more than once in the past. “ They have 
some better players, but I think we play 
well as a team. 
“ We don’t feel that we re in over our 
heads. They have a good football team 
and we do, too. I would say our overall 
team speed is good, our quickness in 
particular. We don’t feel that we are at a 
great disadvantage.

The Braves’ primary task, as Warren 
ies it, will be to keep the game from 
turning into a track meet between 
Carson’s 
speedy 
receivers 
and 
Lompoc’s defensive backs. Carson is a 
passing team. Not so much the cutesy 


find-the-crease type passing, but the old 
basic bomba-away style. 


The bomber is lefty quarterback 
Samoa Samoa, a 6-3,210-pounder. Samoa 
took over as first stringer midway 
through last season and completed 47 of 
106 passes for 867 yards, earning first 
team all-Marine League honors. 


He looks for wide receivers Henry 
Williams, a 9.6 sprinter, and Michael 
Bean, also a sub-10 runner. Williams 
caught seven passes last year for 173 
yards and Bean grabbed nine for 148, 
making for some heavy yards-per-catch 
stats. 


“The thing we have to do,” says 
Warren, “ is have a good pass rush and 
not let them throw the home run. And 
we’ve got to give them as few chances to 
do that as possible, which means that on 
offense, we have to hold onto the ball.'’ 


Carson has a steamroller-type running 
back in Van Wiese, 6-3 and 220. They also 
have a defensive tackle, Julian Olivas, 
who measures 6-2 and 275, and is quick. 


Lompoc hopes Olivas isn’t quick 
enough for the comparatively small 
backfield trio of fullback George Polly 
(5-8, 186), tailback Calvin Boier (5-8, 
155), and quarterback Chuck Van Allen 
(6-0,175). 


The Carson-Lompoc matchup is an 
unusual one, bringing together teams 
from two different sections of the CIF 
(the Southern Section is one of 10 CIF 
sections, the LA City Section is 
another). It came about because opening- 
night opponents are sometimes hard to 
find for schools with big reputations. 
The two schools looked furthur and 
furthur away from home until they 
found each other. 


The resulting matchup is perhaps the 
most interesting game of this, the 
opening week of prep football in 
Southern California.

Peace, at least for the time being, returned to the National Football League 
Thursday and it will be business as usual for the 26 clubs this weekend. 
But Monday could be a different story. 
The five clubs who walked out on strike—New England, Washington, the New 
York Jets, the New York Giants and Detroit—all voted to return to practice 
Thursday after a 13-hour overnight bargaining session produced a “ memo of 
understanding” that will serve as a truce agreement. 
But the truce could be shortlived, according to Randy Vataha, the player 
representative of the New England Patriots, who initiated the strike last Saturday 
and had to be talked into returning as the last club Thursday night. 
Vataha indicated there could be trouble if the owners don’t come up with a 
suitable offer Monday as stipulated in the memo. He said the Patriots decided to 
return because of federal mediator William Usery’s pledge that the NFL 
Management Council would offer a “ meaningful” contract Monday. 
“ We are going to play the game Sunday,” Vataha said. “ Heaven forbid if the thing 
they come down with on Monday is not meaningful. ” 
Tom Neville, a veteran who is out for the year with an injury, said Patriots Coach 
Chuck Fairbanks had, on Wednesday, made a proposal similar to the one that was 
accepted. 
“ We felt we couldn’t go along because they could throw Fairbanks to the wolves,” 
Neville said. “ But we know Usery is a federal mediator and an adviser to the 
President. We thought they would be reluctant to lie to them.” 
The memo represents an interim agreement and calls for a new contract proposal 
to be submitted to the Players Association Monday. 
Usery, director of the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service, said the new 
bargaining proposal would be a significant one, the first concrete step to cement the 
differences between the players and owners since the old contract expired nearly 20 
months ago.

LOUIS (U PI) — Bob Gibson never 
liked to think about the day he would 
quit baseball, but that day has come. 
Thursday night, Gibson pulled off the 
St. Louis uniform he has worn for 17 
seasons. He cleaned out his locker at 
Busch Stadium and retired from the 
occupation 
that 
has 
paid 
him 
handsomely. 
The 39-year-old pitcher announced last 
January that the 1975 season would be 
his last. 
With the Cardinals' hopes of a division 
title virtually extinct, the great pitcher 
decided to quit 10 days before the end of 
the season. 
“ I wasn’t being used much,” he said. 
“ I just decided I didn’t want to go on this 
last road trip. ” 
Gibson’s last pitching appearance, 
therefore, was Sept. 3, when he gave up 
a grand slam homer to Pete LaCock and 
lost in relief 11-6 to the Chicago Cubs.' 
His last victory was July 27, when he 
pitched four scoreless relief innings 
against Philadelphia. He finishes his 
final season with a 3-10 record. 
“The biggest disappointment I've ever 
had in baseball was being taken out of 
the starting rotation this year,” he said.

But 1975 was not a typical Gibson 
year. He finishes his career with 251 
victories, 3,117 strikeouts and a 7-2 
record in World Series competition. He 
has won the Cy Young Award twice, 
been the Most Valuable Player twice, 
pitched a no-hitter and set a whole list of 
records. His best season was 1968 when 
he was 22-9 and set a major league 
record with the lowest earned run 
average ever —1.12.

Middle college 


The theoretical cost of starting a family this year and 
rearing two children through college is $240,000, says 
Money magazine. 
By far the largest single expense parents can expect 
over the next 22 years is the cost of education, which will 
amount to a staggering $23,000 a child. College costs in the 
magazine's analysis are based on attendance at a public 
college and have been inflated at four per cent a year. The 
American Council on Education estimates, however, that 
these costs will rise eight per cent a year indefinitely. 
A distant glimmer of hope for the parents of the Class of 
1990 — something may be found in one experimental idea 
that could mean a saving in the cost of a college education, 
although that is not its immediate purpose. 
This is the “middle college.“ A relatively new concept in 
education, the middle college combines high school and 
college curricula into one coherent program designed to 
enable a student to earn a baccalaureate degree in what is 
now the sophomore year of college. 
Carnegie Corporation of New York has announced a 
grant 
of 
$236,000 
to 
Seattle 
University 
for 
the 
establishment of a middle college called Matteo Ricci 
College. The joint effort of two Catholic institutions, 
Seattle Preparatory School and Seattle University, the 
college will enroll its first students this fall in what has 
traditionally been the ninth grade of high school. 
Matteo Ricci College was developed, says acting 
President Rev. Thomas F. Healy, because “in recent 
years teachers as well as students have become 
increasingly dissatisfied with the amount of time spent in 
high school and college, particularly with the unnecessary 
repetition of similar courses and 
with 
the often 
fragmented and haphazard arrangement of such courses." 
The middle college will save students time and, by 
cutting down on the number of years, money. More 
important, says Carnegie Corporation, it is hoped that the 
thorough-going 
curriculum 
revision 
necessary 
to 
compress into six years material usually spread over eight 
years “will offer students a highly integrated education 
that is qualitatively better than that of most four-year 
colleges.”

Paper monuments

In a totally unreleated field, the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare is erecting another monument 
of paperwork. 
A new directive from HEW to the 
chief school administrators of the 50 
states requires that school districts 
•containing children who speak litUe or 
no English "must, at a minimum, 
determine the language spoken in the 
student’s home, regardless of the 
language spoken by the student, the 
language most often spoken by the 
student in the home and the language 
spoken by the student in the social 
setting (by observation).’’ 
Just in case they have any time left 
over after all that, HEW has also tokl 
the nation’s 16,000 public school systems 
that they must begin keeping detailed 
discipline 
records 
to 
help 
the 
government determine 
if 
minority 
students are being punished more often 
than white students. 
It is all in a good cause, of course, as 
part of a study to determine if school 
districts with national minority children 
are violating the 1964 Civil Eights Act, 
which 
prohibits federal funds for 
discriminatory programs or activities. 
But it would seem that if non-English 
speaking children are having problems 
in school, and undoubtedly many are, it 
would make more sense to encourage 
special English language courses for 
them than to require administrators to 
observe the language spoken by a 
student in the "social setting" and to 
investigate and report on the language

— 
"regardless of the language spoken by 
the student."

The President’s veto of the oil price 
control bill was good news, and the vote 
of the Senate to sustain the veto is also 
good news. Indeed, as general rules go, it 
is as safe a rule as any other that comes 
readily to mind that any move by any 
government to remove artificial restric­ 
tions on commerce is to be welcomed. 
In respect of oil, we 
have seen in their op­ 
position to decontrol 
not only the conven­ 
tional appetite of the 
socialists for power, 
but som ething else 
b e sid e s. T h e re is 
something about oil 
that makes grown men 
apoplectic in their ut­ 
terances. Mention oil, 
for instance, in the 
presence of Senator 
K en n ed y and you 
begin to wonder whether, as a boy when 
his father was telling the family that all 
businessmen were sons-of-bitches, he ad­ 
ded that that went double for oilmen. Or, 
who knows, perhaps in the 30’s the 
oilmen refused to permit the Founding 
Father to corner the m arket in oil, the 
way he did in whiskey. Certainly Senator 
Kennedy’s hostility to whiskey cannot 
begin to equal his hostility to oil. 
What is it about oil? The egregious 
profits? But egregious profits have to be 
measured with some reference to con­ 
sumption. A profit of, say, one billion 
dollars is a huge profit. But if — let us 
use a hypothetical case — a profit of one 
billion dollars were the profit made by 
adding up all the profits made by every 
bakery in the U nited S tates, that 
wouldn’t sound so large, would it? 
Now the overwhelming majority of oil 
companies are publicly owned. That 
means that everyone who owns a share 
of stock — and th a t m eans the 
overwhelming majority of Americans, 
thirty million of whom own stock direct­ 
ly, four times that number indirectly 
through life insurance, pension funds and 
the like — can participate in oil company 
profits by the simple act of buying a 
share in an oil company. But if they con­ 
sult their brokers, they will find the 
situation is other than as described by 
Senators Kennedy and Jackson et al. 
The oil com panies have not been 
among the m ajor profit makers over the 
years. Indeed they were ninth in the in­ 
dustrial hierarchy only a few years 8go. 
And the prospects are not that bullish 
even with the greatly increased price of 
oil brought on by the oligopolistic pres­ 
sures from the Middle East — an act of 
extortion, please note, brought on not by 
oilmen, who were satisfied to discover 
and produce and sell oil at two dollars a 
barrel; but by politicians who cornered 
the market. 
Moreover, at the level with which

Americans are most familiar — the 
price of gasoline — the profit to the oil 
company on a gallon of gas selling for 55 
cents is approximately one penny. It is 
truly a m atter of hobgoblins. The politi­ 
cians who brought you our post office 
and our railroads now want to regulate 
the oil industry. 
It brings to mind the correspondent in 
England who wrote recently to the new­ 
spaper that as a small milk producer he 
manages to a) buy and breed cows, b) 
feed them, c) provide for their health, d) 
milk them, e) pasteurize the product, f) 
package it, and g) d e liv e r to a 
customer's front door a pint of milk for 
seven pennies. Meanwhile, the British 
post office is complaining that it cannot 
deliver a letter, using your notepaper

at a pick-up station, for eight and a half 
pennies. 
There are few things given to me to

Dig minerals now 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Several 
past Congresses and administrations 
knew the energy crisis was coming, but 
refused to face it. Now congressmen and 
President Ford’s men run in circles, 
blaming each other. 
Meanwhile, another crisis is looming 
— in 31 basic metals, ores and the like, at 
least half of which are 
essen tial fo r U.S. 
defense and all critical 
to our economy. 
In c lu d e d 
a r e 
alum inum , 
copper, 
p la tin u m , 
tin , 
uranium, 
chromium, 
cobalt, graphite, an­ 
tim o n y , 
a s b e s to s , 
lead, magnesium and 
mercury, mica gold, 
nickel and industrial 
diamonds. 
T he 
c r i t i c a l 
deficiencies are 25 years off — which 
probably means Congress and the next 
several administrations will bury their 
heads in the sand for another quarter 
century. 
All these commodities are expected to 
be so costly and in such short supply by 
the year 2000 that the economy of the 
United States could be caught in a much 
tighter bind than when hit by the jump in 
oil prices and the boycott. 
As supplies run short, mineral-rich 
producing lands will be able to raise 
prices to what the traffic will bear. 
It is therefore, essential we begin now 
to develop alternate sources. Self- 
sufficiency is not required, rather suf­ 
ficient production or potential to insure 
that a combination of cartels in the year 
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'How long have you been an observer in the 
Sinai?" 


2001 doesn’t force us to the wall. 
Alternate sources most certainly exist 
for all of these critical commodities. A 
new survey of existing knowledge, con­ 
ducted under the auspices of the 
National Academy of Sciences, outlines 
what’s already been discovered and es­ 
timated on our continental shelf and in 
the deep seas. 
E xam ple: 
"C opper resources in 
manganese nodules on the floors of the 
deep seas are apparently as large as 
developed reserves in conventional 
deposits on land. ” 
In many deposits these nodules contain 
high grade ore-quality manganese, cop­ 
per, cobalt and nickel. 
The development of the technology for 
this type of mining is considered well in 
hand. The initial capital requirements, 
however, are very high. 
Example; The outer continental shelf 
of the Bering Sea shows a promising 
potential for mining hard minerals — in­ 
cluding p la c e r deposits of gold, 
platinum, tin, tungsten ore, rare earths 
and titanium ore. Likely lode deposits in­ 
clude barite, copper lead, zinc and 
molybdenum. Chemical precipitates of 
uranium-bearing minerals are probable. 
Example; The outer continental shelf 
off northern California and Oregon is 
known to have modest placer deposits of 
gold and other heavy metals. 
Example. G reat lakes beds within the 
U.S. are known to have manganese and 
copper ore deposits. 
Technology exists to support outer con­ 
tinental shelf mining of unconsolidated 
hard mineral deposits by dredging in 
water depths to 300 feet. This can be 
doubled with very little effort. Mining of 
consolidated hard-mineral deposits is 
feasible in some areas today. In all this, 
trained manpower isn’t considered a 
major limiting factor. 
Much more needs to be done. As a 
start, in the deep oceans we must 
develop improved instruments to con­ 
duct rapid surveys over wide areas, and 
fully autom atic systems to produce 
reconnaissance-scale 
topographic, 
geophysical and geological maps at 
reasonable cost. For Coastalwater areas 
we need improved coring tools and bet­ 
ter techniques for mineral sampling — 
and efficient remote sensing systems 
that can, at reasonable cost, give infor­ 
mation on potential mineral sites. 
Because our economic and military 
security is at stake, we need to make 
certain Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer, in some rush to achieve a treaty 
of sorts, does not compromise U.S. 
access to the sea beds. Recent world 
•meetings on control of what’s under the 
oceans raise strong fears. The current 
record of the United Nations, moreover, 
is not one to give comfort, or confidence 
that international control would be 
equitable in foreseeable future.

'Compleat' 
cop 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - When the 
Law Enforcem ent A ssistance Ad­ 
ministration (LEAA) announced its in­ 
tention to spend more than $200,000 in the 
se a rc h for p ro p e r fo o tw e a r for 
America's gendarmes, observers across 
the nation sighed in unison. The idea, to 
field test 300 pairs of shoes and then pay 
the Army for final 
d ev e lo p m en t, w as 
even criticized by cops 
themselves. It’s ab­ 
surd, said S eattle 
Police Chief Robert 
Hansen, because, for 
one thing, "p o lice 
spend more time on 
their butts than their 
feet.” 
It has always been 
thus for LEAA, a 
youthful (six years 
old) and im m ature 
federal bureaucracy: logic has never 
fazed its relentless quest for ways to 
spend the taxpayers’ coins. 
Set up 
originally as another government at­ 
tempt to curb crime through innovation, 
the agency has succeeded in the latter 
but at the expense of the former. 
While spending nearly $6 billion on 
some of the gol’-damdest, jim-dandiest, 
gee-williker innovations in law enforce­ 
ment history, crime in America during 
the period has risen by 40 per cent. 
Great numbers of people in this town 
are thus beginning to wonder whether 
there isn’t a cheaper way for muggers 
and rapists to succeed 
LEAA, of course, will have none of the 
talk of modification. Its latest project, 
for example, is a 15-week. $541,623 study 
"to improve the physical fitness of the 
nation's police officers.” Noting that too 
many cops are going the way of all flesh, 
while criminals presumably keep fit and 
trim, LEAA proposes the development of 
exercises and exercise manuals which 
will "build confidence and effective 
p o lic e re s p o n s e s in d a n g e r o u s 
situations.” 


Nevermind that there are on the 
market today more exercise plans than 
there are police to use them, LEAA says 
$541,623 more is needed to develop 
something suitable for the nation's chub­ 
by constabulary. 


At that, the expenditures of half a 
million for exercise is cheap by LEAA 
standards. It once spent $25 million to 
conduct an opinion poll of crime and is 
now spending $300,000 more to evaluate 
the success of the original project. When 
the agency was first created, moreover, 
it established a $30 million Pilot Cities 
Program that mercifully was cut short 
(after $20 million) when other govern­ 
m ent investigators determ ined the 
project had no real national significance. 


In general, a chief complaint against 
LEAA is that precious few of its expen- 
s i v e 
p r o g r a m s h a v e n a t i o n a l 
significance. Another complaint is that 
many of the programs have no local 
significance either. 


Last year, at a cost of $1 million, 
LEAA invented a "citizen’s alarm ” 
wristwatch which was said to enable 
wearers to warn authorities of personal 
troubles. Unfortunately, the watches do 
not transmit signals over 500 feet, which 
s o m e w h a t limi ts p r ot ec t i o n for 
everybody who is not bedridden. 
Besides, say realists, a crime victim 
able to afford a watch alarm is one who 
would have adequate locks on his doors 
and windows in the first place. 


This wristwatch solution to criminal 
superiority, by the way. seems to be 
something of a fixation with LEAA. 
Currently it is budgeting $350.000 to 
develop a watch that will monitor the 
degree of stress experienced by cops on 
active duty. Essentially, and no kidding. 
LEAA wants police, at a glance, to be 
able to measure the stress engendered 
by various activities. 


The good purpose of ail this, however, 
has not been adequately explained. If a 
cop notes that his stress rate is too high 
as he chases a hoodlum does he give up 
the pursuit? LEAA does not easily 
broach such incidentals. 


In time, perhaps, if LEAA is allowed 
continuation of its $770 miUion budget 
(which is $300 million more than that of 
the FBI), the agency will create the 
compleat cop: Soft of shoe, hard of mus­ 
cle and electronically m otivated. 
Besides this he will be well-dressed in 
lightw eight arm or that LEAA has 
developed, at $1.5 million, for use as 
sports jacket material. 


Ah. yes. that'll be the day. And by 
Godfrey the crooks should be forewarned 
because by then LEAA will have spent so 
much money there won’t be any left for 
stealing.
